it is feo skillfully combined in recent 
years that it ib not possible1 for tiny j 
but an expert to detect it until the 
goods are v, orn to sonic extent. Shod- 
dy cloths are tunde from cheap yarns 
spun over cotton wfirp. 
Those yarns 


are spun from old woolen rags chop- 
ped Into waste, then carticd and spun 
into threads of various sl7.es and 
strength. Tho cloth is soft, nicely fin- 
ished and attractive in appearance and 
comparatively free from imperfections. 
Tne goods cost the clothier from ID to 
SO cents a yard, and n larger yardage 
is consumed thun of any other kind of 
goods manufactured for men's wear. 


"One 
of the advantages af the shoddy 


is that it can be woven Into patterns 
similar to those of the most expensive 
woolens, which Is not always true with 
respect to pure cotton yarn, which, bc- 
infr hard and wiry, does not lend itseK 
to soft effects."— Utica Observer.
